Environmental  Health 


Atmospheric  pollution  was  a topic  raised  in  1965}  together  v/ith  the 
question  of  implementing  smoke  control  under  the  Clean  Air  Act.  Since  then 
this  problem  has  been  discussed  by  all  district  councils  in  North  Bucks.  To 
ensure  that  this  pollution  is  kept  to  a minimum,  even  after  Milton  Keynes  has 
been  built,  a joint  approach  to  the  problem  will  be  necessary. 

Health  Education 

A wide  variety  of  health  topics  are  discussed  and  publicised  each  year. 
In  1966  "Prevention  of  Ca^ncer"  was  a special  theme.  Use  was  made  of  Mothers 
Clubs  to  link  this  with  the  opening  of  the  local  Health  Authority  cervical 
cytology  clinic  in  Buckingham.  This  clinic,  together  with  the  service 
provided  by  general  practitioners  should  enable  all  women  in  the  "high  risk" 
groups  to  undergo  testing.
